SWEDISH PROFESSOR 
SPOKE X-RAYS 

Dr. Siegbahn at Physical So- 
ciety Friday , 

^rJr. Siegba'lin. of Upsala Cnivcislty, 
.Sweden, gave two; very inlerestilng 
lectures lo Ihr physii;isia on l''riday. 
In the aflernooii np described hi,s very 
precise work upon the reflection of X- 
rays from cjystals. The refranglblltty 
of X-rny.s was studied In prL-tms of 
glass and of several metals. In ghws 
tho refractive Index was found fo. dif- 
fer from uniiy by the extremely nii- 
niiie amount. —MOOOSl . 

The evening lecture which, was well 
.xUended was a review of the work of 
the la.<il years upon the positions of the 
electrons In the various groups of 
possible orbits about th,. miu'1>'|is as 
icvpa'ed by X-rays s.jui.r.i of the 
various «lemenU. . Th'; vslnnis of cl- 
eutrons aji proposed by '3:,hr and . by 
Stoner were explained -.vi'.h the aid 
of sl'deit and diagi'iins,

Eve as n. Swedl.<ih savant of world- 
wide r»piilallon, and a vole of thanks 
Was moved by Dr. King who com- 
mented 'briefy upon the harmonious 
beauty of atomic structure.

DISCUSSED BY 
PROF.GETTYS 

Address at Young Men's 
Forum Sunday 

S0CIAÎ7~BAS1S 

Believes Personality Biggest 
Force in Universe 

"I sincerely believe that personality 
is t'.ie- biggest force in tfie universe" 
With this statemen: Dr. Geitys open- 
ed his talk on -Thn Social' Basis of 
Pursolnality" at tîie Voting Men's 
I'orum yesterday afternoon 

.lust what psrsonality is, very few 
people could icU off-hand- They -would 
pi>oba.bIy say that It was taste, or 
citarocter, or habits and so forth. But 
these are merely the surface Indloai- 
ions of that wonderful force called 
personality. 

The ^sociological doflnltton of person- 
ality is Ivtscd on the role plaj'ed by a 
man In his everyday intercoiirsc wit'.-i 
his fellow. Il is inrgeiy deteniiined by 
his environment and training from his 
eai'lv yrar.s .-ind very liitic affecicd by 
heredity e.vccpl as l'.ie mental or phy- 
sical devclopmenl may be warped by 
heredity and ihus affiH-t ihe develop- 
lueiu of (shaiaclcr. 

Only t'.ii'oush contact with nihei 
liersniis may Ihoir grent force he 
developed. In some cases their contact 
may be of the wrong .-iori and (hen a 
warped pe.rsona'ity will result. Crim- 
inals, pnnisl i>s, -jpeed manicas and 
social biiltPiflies are all examples of 
misdirected or arrested personalities . 
These p<>oplc may '.invc Jii'i as good a 
mental and physiiTal equlpnviil as 
their more .su-ady .iml relKib!'- .ng- 
Biiolates but Ihcy lia\e lofi con:rol of 
their powi-rs. Their sen."'- of values 
has been distorted, iheit fixed ami. 
are sacrificed to the pleasures and 
excitement of t:ie htnir. and they have 
no lhoii:.'hl of their obligations to 
soclet.v. These iiuoini'leieh ,-ind im- 
projierly socinliiîfd persons ,-ire a dead 
w^iE-'.ii in the upward climb of nian- 
iJiid. 

The heroism •'^f true per.<ion-il;ly is 
not confined io a few Isotaled in- 
dividuals but 1.- (ire.sont in all thoJi- 
vUin recocnizf .-in. I ,-it',ein|il t'l d'j 
their pan in comiiiiinily life. Tiis 
community life is again necessair for 
the comp.etif rievolopmenl of person- 
ality. Wc oan'l get away from thi- 
presence of our follows for even m 
solitude we carry wilh us our imagin- 
ary companions. 

Personality is the link between the 
|iasl and the present. .M'emory of past 
actions and experiences largely deter- 
mine our ■ present • character and 
Ihoiight. The susccptibiliiy of th.> 
parson to influence detei-mlned hi.s 
growth '>f personality. What a pen-son 
v'.ilnk-' lar.sely determines what ho is 
ind what lie thinks Is lar^eiy in- 
fluenced by M-hat others think of him 
Tho root of all society lies in the 
community. The iiriin.-try instim- 
tiou or the ooniiniiiiiiy, ari> the '.tome 
the school, tlii^ f-hiin-h. tl-ic sia,le and 
our work, i-'or fullest development one 
needs flje influence and guidance of 
the home the training of the school, 
tile rest ridions of the laws of the 
state, the moral training of tho ciiiirch 
and not least he needs the steadying 
Influence of his work. 

Character and pcrsonaJlly arc one 
and the same thlitg Map needs .social 
obMgnilon.s and In most Instances Will

Wc have been hearing rumours for some time to iho effect 
that a new Arty building and a university hall arc to be built this 
summer, and believe them to be well-fouiidctl. This is exceedingly 
wclcomo news . The ncpcl for a new Arts Building has been felt 
for a- long time, and we have more than once expressed ourselves 
ns desrioun of hastening its erection. I'hiid a h.TlI is to be built in 
addition is hn added piece of good fortune Uiat wc had not anti- 
cipated. 

Such a structure will fulfil, howev^rr, perhaps an even greater 
want than a new Arts Building, being: of aervicc to the university as 
a whole rather than to any one single faculty. We hope thai if 
the authorities arc planning the construction of such a building, 
they will .see to it lh.it it contains a "little iheatre" suitably equipped 
for llj^ filaginp; nf univsrsily diamatic productions.- It is not neces- 
sary In hsivc :i 1 lart House, but that there should be some place 
where .Hcriou-. drama can be presented under ideal conditions in 
^ Montreal has for long been the desire not only of many students,, 
but also of many proniincnl local citizens. ■ 

McGill .^tuflrnts — nr ;it lea.sl ;m enthusiastic and cnpable min- 
•orily of thcin • — are inlercstcd in dramatics, and this has been 
fhown in no uncertain manner . The agitation culminating in the 
formation of thcïfîjaycrs' Club, and the successful production of 
that organization amply demonstrated it. The club, how- 
ever, v/as forced to give its plays on a make-shift stage in the new 
Biological Buildini' The very -great success of .this attempt only 
indi:;alc.s the p^.s- ibilitie.» of ihc organization if really givon an op- 
porltmity ol thowj^ig ' what it can do under more favorable 
conditions . 

Bill the Players' Club is by no means the only group that 
Would benefit by the inclu.sion of a theatre in a new hall.) The 
Alumni plays would appear to greater advantage in such a place 
than in the Royal Victoria College, ns would' the various produc- 
tions of the French Department. 

But perhaps the greatest argument in favour of a well- 
equipped and modern, theatre at McGill is that the university 
would be able to take it.s rightful place in the artistic life of the 
community. .Such a theatre should not be restricted to purely col- 
lege affairs. The Community Players might find sanctuary within 
its walls, and :erious play.-< by other local amateur organizations 
given within the campus gates. Thus McGill might be the' saviour 
of dramatic art in MonlrcnI. Tlie commercial theatre only very 
rarely gives us anything worth while, and to ensure ourselves of 
occasionully seeing a worthy and artistic drema we must rely al- 
most wholly on our own efforts. 

If we arc to be given a nov.- university hall, by making it an 
efficient and modern theatre. McGill can put itself in i position 
to render an incalculable service to art, a service that may be ren- 
dered to the community as a whole as well as to McGill students 
in particular, nnd wc urge that this be done.

THE NEW HEBREW UNIVERSITY 



The fifîil official act. upon their re-cslablishmcnt as a na- 
tion, of the Jewish people who ^avc been wandering about 
the world lionicless for the past two thousand years, is 
the founding of a University. On April first. Lord Balfour will 
declare open the Hebrew University of Jerusalem . In choosing the 
University as the keystone for their reborn nationhood, the He- 
brews arc merely maintaining that tradijtion which has always been 
associated with them — ^a keen love for learning arid enlighlment. 
Their choice of a University as a sort of national cémenter has 
given them a more polent lactor in ga|thering together the scattered 
. units of a far flung people than anything else, even some large 
benevolent institution could' provide. The Jews have a distinct 
culture of their own, and for the past jtwo- thousand years, products 
of this culture have been reaching us as Judaeo-Roman, Judaeo- 
German, Judaeo-British or Judaeo-something ideals and thoughts, 
with a tendency to minimize the importance of, or altogcithcr 
|j,ncglcct ihc qualifying adjective. But with the establishment of 
'f;the new University, to which conceivably [the best of Hebrew think- 
ers will be drawn, the results of Jewish research and thought, em- 
anating from Pttlcstine, y^ill receive the credit that is due to them. 
, For the Jews this cven|t is one of imrheasurable importance — - 
l^it means tho rebirth of ihcir nation. For citizens of jthe British Em- 
pire it is also an event of magnitude — for under the aegis of the 
Union Jack, which has. always stood for Freedom and Justice, is 
'. jthe New University being opened and the Old Nation being re-
